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SELECTMEN’S FOREWARD 


1984 raced by us as full of excitement and promise for the Town as it was 
full of hard work for town officials and employees. First we would like to 
offer a sincere “Thank you” to everyone who has worked so hard on town 
business for the past year. We would also like to thank all of you for being so 
patient with the turmoil of construction in town, and we'd like to ask your 
indulgence for one more construction season. With that we'll give you a 
progress report on the last year’s goings on in town. 

The only negative happening of any consequence of the past year was the 
Memorial Day Flood. It raised more havoc with the water system and the 
water works budget than it did with anything else. But once again an 
occurrence such as this showed us what this Town is all about as friends 
and neighbors pitched in to help each other out. 

Our sewer project is progressing smoothly. The interceptor (Rt. 101) 
portion is about 90% complete. The collector sewers are about 89% 
complete. At any rate, both projects should be complete in late spring or 
early summer. Construction on the force main to tie Malborough to the 
sewer plant at the airport in Swanzey is to be under construction this 
spring. 

Construction on Main St. is scheduled to start this spring. Last word was 
that although the state was allowing two seasons to complete the project, 
everyone was confident that everything, this is the bridge near Wilber’s and 
the Main St. construction, will be completed in the 1985 construction 
season. 

Two major energy related projects are showing progress, not as quickly 
as we'd like, but progress none-the-less. The reactivation of the old Public 
Service Co. dam is plodding its way through the FERC licensing process. As 
part of the process the developer issued an emergency plan for the town in 
case of a dam failure. Carl Russell also attended a seminar on safety and 
emergency measures as they relate to small dams. 

The other energy related project is the waste-to-energy plant that we are 
trying to entice the Solid Waste District to build in Marlborough on the Old 
Stage Coach property. To that end we have been trying to obtain some 
grant money that would allow the town to purchase and develop the 
property in order to make it as attractive to the developer as we can. We 
haven't had much success in obtaining any funds, but we still feel because 
of the location we have a good chance at getting the plant located in town. 
This would give a big boost to the valuation of the town’s real estate. 

Closely related to this project is an item on the ballot that asks you to 
approve an ordinance for the town that makes recycling mandatory. We feel 
that in order to keep future costs as low as possible it is very important that 
this be implemented. There will be a booklet distributed that will fillyouin 
on all the details of the program. 
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You will also be asked to appropriate money and approve the purchase of 
two parcels of land. One parcel is the White property near the ball flats. This 
land would be used to develop more wells for the town’s water supply at 
some future date. The other parcel is a strip of Arthur and Ruth Knight’s 
land that joins the land in back of the town hall with Ling St. This land 
would be used to build a short street to connect Ling St. to the town 
property. To this end there is a committee hard at work studying the 
feasibility of developing the land behind the municipal building and the 
Lambert property into a town parking lot. We hope to have a definite 
proposal for you at the March 1986 Town Meeting. 

Speaking of future years, there are a number of projects that the town 
should be prepared to undertake in the next couple of years, among these 
are changing all the street lights in town in order to lower the streetlighting 
bill, and a revaluation of the taxable property in town. The last revaluation 
was done about 10 years ago and current real estate sales indicate that we 
are losing touch with fair market value on the property in town. 

Along with these Town undertakings are more active building permits 
than at any time in recent history, indicating that we are not the only ones 
who feel good about the Town. The largest of these involves a project that 
the Gages have started to turn their home into an inn and conference 
center. We hear rumblings of developers looking to build housing for the 
elderly. Along with all this we are sure to experience some growing pains 
and with them the costs associated with a cure. But we are very happy to 
report a real sense of optimism surrounds the future of Marlborough.

MARL-HARRIS AMBULANCE REPORT 
1984 

During the 1984 calendar year, Marl-Harris Ambulance responded to 
121 calls. There were 97 emergencies and 24 non-emergencies. Emergency 
calls included 16 motor vehicle accidents with 14 patients being 
transported and 81 home calls. Non-emergencies included 6 stand-by 
(parades, bike-athon, fires in Marlborough and Harrisville), 2 drills, 6 no 
transport, 9 transfers and 1 Mutual Aid to Dublin; 24 of the 121 calls were 
made to Harrisville and Chesham. 

There has been updated equipment purchased for the ambulance and 
there are specially trained personnel to use it. There is in-squad training as 
well as many hours spent in outside specialized training to give the best 
care possible. There are constant maintenance check-ups to the 
ambulance to assure its in good working order. 

We wish to thank each and everyone for their donations and support to 
help keep Marl-Harris alive and independant of having to charge patients 
or use tax dollars.

Although statistically, year after year, things don’t seem to change much, 
1984 did bring a serious new trend of difficult situations. Domestic 
violence, alcohol and drug abuse, child abuse, and mentally disturbed 
persons, only to name a few. These added to our normal problems and 
complaints have resulted in an extraordinarily busy year. 

Consequently, we as a Police Department, expended a tremendous 
amount of time, patience, and perseverence dealing, not only with the 
people involved, but also with the court system, the County Attorney’s 
Office, and the supporting agencies, such as, the Division of Welfare, the 
State Hospital, the Probation Department, and the Youth Development 
Center. 

In 1985, I've asked for a substantial increase. Things are not going to get 
better, in fact, as the larger houses in Marlborough come up for sale and are 
bought by absentee landlords, you can expect the situation to worsen. The 
construction on Rte. 101 has not helped either. 

As usual, my thanks to the Marlborough Fire Department, and the Marl- 
Harris Ambulance Squad. This year, I add a special thanks of appreciation 
to the Marlborough Selectmen, who in my opinion, have done a great job, 
and to Bill Yardley, John LeCraw, and Pat Derby who have also encountered 
a very Strenous year in 1984.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 
1985 


As always it is difficult, in a few concise words, to describe a year of 
activity at your library. The Year 1984 has seen several improvements and 
changes, while maintaining continuity in programs and services. This 
report is an attempt to highlight areas of interest and also an opportunity 
to thank those individual persons and groups, whose time and devotion to 
library service, makes it possible for a town of limited size to possess a 
library so highly ranked in the state. 

In March, the board welcomed new member, Mary Jane Ryan. She 
replaced the elected position that Mrs. Alice Knight held, previous to her 
election as Selectman. As a selectman, Mrs. Knight remains a member of 
the board. Recently, Mrs. Knight was elected Chairman of the New 
Hampshire State Library Commission. An honor for herself and for the 
town of Marlborough as well. 

In August, Evelyn Fortner, left her position as assistant librarian to teach 
at the Troy Christian School. The board decided to increase the librarian’s 
hours and to hire a part-time assistant. Mrs Eleanor Hoff was hired in 
October to assume those responsibilities. Her previous library experience 
makes her a valuable asset to the library. 

Two major purchases in the last year; the Apple Ile and a new Sharp 
Copier have been made possible through trust funds left to the library by 
generous benefactors. The taxpayers of Marlborough should realize that all 
monies left or donated to the library are invested and the interest used to 
decrease costs borne by the town. Without such funds we could not provide 
the hours, the service or the materials that we currently offer. We also 
gratefully acknowledge the anonymous donation of a second disk drive for 
the Apple Computer, many new programs, including AppleWorks, and a 
generous variety of magazine subscriptions. A set of 24 biographies on 
cassettes were donated in Eleanor Glazier’s memory. Donations such as 
these make it possible for the library to move ahead in the field of 
technology without sacrificing current needs or increasing budget 
requests. 

This year the library was fortunate in being able to partially restore the 
invaluable copy of “NEW-ENGLISH HISTORY”, by Cotton Mather. 
Selectman Alice Knight diligently pursued funding and was rewarded with 
a $500 grant from the New Hampshire Charitable Trust. 

Of concern to neighbors, friends and board members has been the rapid 
loss of those stately trees that have graced the library lawn for so many 
decades. Board members in conjunction with the Friends of the Library 
began some long range planning for gradual replacement of those trees lost 
and protective measures for those remaining. Improvements will begin 
when the work on the sewer pipes is completed. 

The Friends of the Library continue to provide both financial, as well as, 
physical support. This year they presented the library with two new heavy 
duty cassette recorders for patron use and a new article of software for 
preschoolers. They also sponsored several speakers at the library, 
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including, Ernest Hebert, a local author of national acclaim. In addition, 
they provide refreshments for all children’s programs, issue a monthly 
bookmark listing activities and give freely of their time as aides in the 
library. Susan Holbrook is the enthusiastic chairman of this group. 
Anyone wishing to join, as an active or inactive member, may contact Sue. 

A special note of appreciation to Cecil and Corinne Nash and their 
committee for their money raising efforts on behalf of the annual summer 
concerts on the library lawn. Due to their labors, the library was able to 
present eight, fine concerts and a handsomely designed program 
(compliments of Tim and Theresa Dunn) at no cost to the public. 

A special thanks also, to the newly formed Garden Club who sponsored 
the Christmas Tree on the lawn. It lent a festive air to the entire 
neighborhood. A permanent tree is planned for the future. 

A personal decision by your librarian to return to school, last year, and 
the completion of my degree in August, was made possible by the moral 
support of the library board. I am grateful for their confidence and trust. 

In 1985 the library will continue to offer quality programs, the newest 
reference materials, a wide variety of magazines, relaxing reading 
materials and much more. We hope to begin offering some morning hours 
in the new year. Please support your library by becoming a regular patron. 
It would be our pleasure to serve you.

SENIOR SERVICES IN MARLBOROUGH 

Many services to senior citizens were available in Marlborough this year 
through Home Health Care and Community Services. 

The Meals-On-Wheels program served 2,821 hot meals to elderly and 
handicapped homebound residents of the town.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
of the 
MARLBOROUGH SCHOOL DISTRICT 
Held on March 12, 1984 


Meeting called to order at 1935 hours, prevailing time, on March 12, 1984 
by Moderator Irvin H. Gordon. The Pledge of Allegiance to the flag of our 
country was led by Oliver F. Derby. The moderator stated that because of 
requests, he would not read the warrant in full at the opening of the 
meeting. He also stated that he would not outline rules for the conduct of 
the meeting but would endeavor to be fair and impartial. He asked if there 
was any objection to allowing the members of the administration, not 
voters in the district, to answer questions during the meeting. No 
objections were voiced by the voters. Mr. Manfredo Torelli introduced the 
Superintendent of Schools, The Assistant Superintendent for Towns, the 
Business Manager and the School Principal. Mr. Torelli read the names of 
the Marlborough students who graduated from Keene High School in June 
1983 and congratulated them. They were given a round of applause. The 
moderator then declared the meeting open under Article 1. 


Article 1. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Manfredo 
Torelli, supported by John Fletcher, that all reports contained in the 
Marlborough Annual School District Report be approved as printed. 


Article 2. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of John Fletcher, 
supported by Kathleen Knight, that the district authorize the school board 
to make application for and to accept and use in the name of the district, 
such advances, grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational purposes as 
may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the United States Government, 
the State of New Hampshire, or any department or agency, thereof, or any 
federal, state, or private agency. 


Article 3. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Manfredo 
Torelli, supported Kathleen Knight, that the district authorize the school 
board to apply for, accept and expend, without further action by the mental 
unit or a private source which becomes available during the 1984-1985 
school year provided that such expenditure be made for purposes for 
which a school district may appropriate money, and that such expenditure 
not require the expenditure of other school district funds. Further, that the 
school board shall hold a public hearing prior to accepting and spending 
such money. 


Article 4. A motion was introduced by Kathleen Knight, supported by 
Manfredo Torelli, that the district authorize the school board to convey 
whatever rights, if any, the district has to take water from a spring as 
described in a deed to the Marlborough School District from William A 
Leighton dated April 4, 1887. 

An amendment to the motion was introduced by Edward Goodrich, 
supported by Oliver F. Derby, that said action shall involve no expenditure 
of district funds.

Article 5. A motion was introduced by Kathleen Knight, supported by 
Manfredo Torelli, that the district broaden the authorization granted to 
the Marlborough School Board at its March 2, 1982 school district 
meeting..."to sell on behalf of the District the property known as the 
Elementary School; (including so much land as the school board deems 
appropriate, and the building) and to authorize the documents in 
connection therewith, including but not limited to deeds...” TO INCLUDE 
THE LEASING, AND/OR RENTING OF SAID BUILDING ON SAID 
PROPERTY. This motion was defeated by a voice vote. 


Article 6. A motion was introduced by Manfredo Torelli, supported by

Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Manfredo 
Torelli, supported by John Fletcher that the district raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,041,897.00 for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
school district officers and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the district. During the discussion under this article, Mr. 
Torelli expressed his appreciation for the staff at the Supervisory Union 
office. Mr. Fletcher expressed his thanks to all the staff for their work in 
bringing in the budget in its present form. 


Article 9. Voted favorably on the motion of John Fletcher, supported by 
Manfredo Torelli, that the district authorize the Marlborough School 
Board to apply for, accept, and expend any funds received through the 
federal Heritage Conservation and Recreation Service (formerly the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation under the Land and Water Conservation 
Fund Act of 1965--Public Law 88-578 and any amendments thereto.) 


Article 10. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of John Fletcher, 
supported by Manfredo Torelli, that the district authorize the

Marlborough School Board to enter into an agreement under the
